Department of Information Technology – Data Sharing and Integration 2 

 

FOR the purpose of expanding the duties of the Secretary of Information Technology to 3 

include the permitting of data sharing and integration among certain units of State 4 

government; requiring a certain information technology master plan to include a 5 

certain component and comply with certain security measures relating to data 6 

sharing and integration; requiring certain State units to develop and submit the 7 

priorities of the unit for data integration to the Secretary; requiring each State unit 8 

to submit to the Secretary the unit’s current State government integration efforts; 9 

establishing the Management Intelligence Incentive Fund as a special, nonlapsing 10 

fund; specifying the purpose of the Fund; requiring the Secretary to administer the 11 

Fund; requiring the State Treasurer to hold the Fund and the Comptroller to account 12 

for the Fund; specifying the contents of the Fund; prohibiting the inclusion in the 13 

Fund of money received by certain entities; providing for the investment of money in 14 

the Fund; requiring interest earnings of the Fund to be credited to the Fund; 15 

exempting the Fund from a certain provision of law requiring interest earnings on 16 

State money to accrue to the General Fund of the State; requiring the Governor to 17 

submit with the State budget certain information about the Fund and projects 18 

supported by the Fund; providing that expenditures from the Fund are subject to 19 

certain budget process limitations; specifying the purposes for which the Fund may 20 

be used; authorizing certain State units to request certain funding from the Fund; 21 

requiring the Secretary to establish certain procedures and prioritize certain criteria 22 

when determining whether to approve a certain request for funding; requiring the 23 

Secretary to submit a certain report on or before a certain date each year to the 24 

Governor, the Secretary of Budget and Management, and the budget committees of 25 

the General Assembly; requiring the Secretary to provide a certain summary report 26 

on or before a certain date each year to the Department of Legislative Services; 27 

defining certain terms; and generally relating to data sharing and integration and 28 

the Management Intelligence Incentive Fund.  29

   (i) be the basis for the management and direction of information 3 

technology within the Executive Branch of State government; 4 

 

   (ii) include all aspects of State information technology including 5 

telecommunications, data processing, and information management; 6 

 

   (iii) consider interstate transfers as a result of federal legislation and 7 

regulation; 8 

 

   (iv) work jointly with the Secretary of Budget and Management to 9 

ensure that information technology plans and budgets are consistent; 10 

 

   (v) ensure that State information technology plans, policies, and 11 

standards are consistent with State goals, objectives, and resources, and represent a  12 

long–range vision for using information technology to improve the overall effectiveness of 13 

State government; [and] 14 

 

   (vi) include standards to assure nonvisual access to the information 15 

and services made available to the public over the Internet; and 16 

 

   (VII) PERMIT THE INTEGRATION OF DATA AND THE SHARING OF 17 

INFORMATION AMONG UNITS OF STATE GOVERNMENT; AND 18 

 

  (5) adopting by regulation and enforcing nonvisual access standards to be 19 

used in the procurement of information technology services by or on behalf of units of State 20

inconsistent with a federal law, grant agreement, or other federal requirement or with the 18 

terms of a gift or settlement agreement, net interest on all State money allocated by the 19 

State Treasurer under this section to special funds or accounts, and otherwise entitled to 20 

receive interest earnings, as accounted for by the Comptroller, shall accrue to the General 21 

Fund of the State. 22
